PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


by Donald L. Horton, President, 
Alabama Council of Architects, ٠۰ 


In the last issue this column was 
devoted to the benefits (and pleas- 
ures) to be derived from a practic- 
ing architect dabbling in “Educa- 
tion”. This time I propose to extend 
this line of thought. 

What with our exvanding general 
knowledge in all fields and specif- 
ically in the area of our own profes- 
sion it is almost impossible to read 
all that we should—just to keep cur- 
rent with new developments. This 
leaves precious little time for any 
real “Education” on our part in any 
new area of knowledge. If we didn't 
get it in school we just don't find 
time to get it! 

This year the Alabama Council of 
Architects convention will explore 
areas of knowledge which in most 
cases were given only cursory at- 
tention during our formal education. 
Marshall Fischrupp, general chair- 
man for the convention has set the 
keynote: 

"Seminars at architectural con- 
ventions have usually dealt to a 
great extent with subjects of a high- 
ly theoretical nature and subjects 
pertinent primarily to the “large” 
practice, and while these subjects 
are certainly interesting and stimu- 
lating, we must recognize the fact 
that the small office is in fact the 
back bone of the Architectural Pro- 
fession. The current issue of 'Ar- 
chitectural and Engineering News, 
in reporting on a comprehensive 
study made of architectural prac- 
tice in this country, states that the 
median firm was found to have 2.1 
employees and to contract for less 
than one million dollars per year. 
This data confirms on a nation- 
wide basis the situation that exists 
in Alabama. 

“The intent of our seminars this 
year is to provide a discussion of a 
practical nature directed more to 
the small office. More and more we 
are experiencing clients demanding 
services beyond that which we have 
traditionally called ‘normal’ serv- 
ices, and as a result of this, we are 
once again made aware of the im- 
portance of continuing education. 
The client of today is demanding 
and expecting the architect to pro- 
vide him with a 'complete' building 
and this, of course, includes furnish- 
ings, landscaping, and in many in- 
stances, assistance in promoting 
and/or participation in a project, as 
well as long range master planning 
involving not only the individual 
site but possibly the whole neigh- 
borhood or community. 

“The advantage of the architect 
providing these services is that of 
continuity of design. Many exam- 
ples can be shown which clearly 
illustrate this lack of continuity 
with no decisive control by the de- 
signer, and it is only through this 
control that a satisfactory total de- 
sign can be accomplished. 

“It is our hope that these seminars 
will be used as a vehicle to discuss 
the possibilities that exist within 
these areas, and to discuss in detail 
the mechanics of processing these 
functions within the limits of a 
small architectural practice."
